Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1970. 

Firstly,  I must  express  my  regrets  which  I 
am  sure  are  shared  by  all  the  Members  and  Staff  of  Bollington 
Urban  District-Council,  about  the  unexpected  death  of  Mr. 

Bates  on  the  28th  May,  1970. 

Mr.  Bates  had  worked  very  hard  in  a quiet 
unassuming  way.  Shortly  before  his  death,  in  March  1970,  he 
had  done  a first  rate  job  in  tracking  down  the  source  of 
gross  pollution  which  had  resulted  from  illegal  tipping  at 
Kerridge.  His  efforts  undoubtedly  expedited  the  steps  taken 
by  the  responsible  firm  to  clear  the  trouble  which  had  been 
caused,  by  their  employee. 

I have  included,  for  your  interest,  extracts 
from  my  Annual  Report  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  which 
of  course  covers  Bollington  Urban  District  Council  as  well  as 
Macclesfield  Borough  Council  and  gives  a wider  picture  of  the 
Health  Service  within  the  area.  This  is  the  last  report  to  be 
presented  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  as  this  Committee 
will  be  dissolved  in  April  1971* 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help, 
which  they  have  given  to  the  Department  and  also  the  Officers 
and  Staff  of  my  own  and  other  Departments  for  their  help  and  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.

This  Report  can  only  reflect  the  work  carried  out 
by  Mr.  A.  P.  Bates  whose  sudden  death  in  May  left  such  a gap  to  be 


filled. 


Many  expressions  of  regret  were  received  from  members 
of  the  Public  but  all  referred  to  his  kindness  and  willingness  to 
help  people. 


Dr.  Plews  has  referred  to  the  problem  caused  by 
random  tipping  of  toxic  liquid  wastes  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
this  problem  will  receive  greater  consideration  in  view  of  the 
increasing  quantities  of  complex  chemicals  used  in  industry  today. 

The  continued  illness  of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  resulted  in  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  coming  under  the 
control  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  first  time  but  no  problems 
were  experienced. 

Improvement  Grants  continued  to  attract  increased 
attention  from  the  public  and  more  time  than  ever  before  has  been 
taken  up  in  advice  and  vetting  of  applications. 

I would  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  the  Chairman 
and  Members  for  their  support  and  enthusiasm  and  the  Clerical  Staff 
and  Workmen  for  their  loyalty  and  cheerfulness  in  conditions  which 
from  time  to  time  have  been  trying.

In  August  because  of  staffing  problems  the  longstanding  connection 
with  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Council  for  relief  holiday  duties 
came  to  ea  end  and  the  relief  duties  were  taken  over  by  Macclesfield 
Borough  Council.  This  service  is  much  appreciated  and  enables  the 
work  of  the  Department  to  continue  during  Staff  absences. 


Meat  Inspection 

The  following  charges,  which  are  less  than  the  maximum  permitted 
charges,  were  fixed  by  the  Council  for  the  inspection  of  animals 
intended  for  the  food  of  man,  provided  that  slaughter-house  operators 
restrict  all  calls  for  meat  inspection  to  normal  working  hours,  except 
in  the  case  of  emergencies.  In  practice  however  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  obliged,  for  the  sake  of  the  smooth  and  efficient  running 
of  the  service,  to  inspect  on  the  Sunday  meat  which  is  killed  on  the 
Saturday  or  Sunday  morning.

SAMPLING: - 

Milk.  Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus. 

The  regular  routine  snnpling  of  milk  in  the  district  is  under- 
taken by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which  is  the 
licensing  authority  for  bottling  and  dealers  establishments 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.  The  results 
of  the  sampling  are  received  from  the  County  Council  Officers. 
No  evidence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  was  found  during  the 
year.  Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s 
eradiction  programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County  Council  has 
turned  its  attention  to  the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  milk. 
Brucella  organisms  are  destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk, 
but  their  presence  in  raw  milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in 
humans.  Where  evidence  of  the  presence  of  these  organisms  is 
demonstrated  in  routine  sampling,  immediate  action  is  set  in 
motion  to  isolate  the  affected  cow  (so  as  to  prevent  the  milk 
being  sold  in  its  raw  state) .

A part-time  Rodent  Operator  who  also  undertakes  the  treatment 
of  vermin  at  private  dwelling  houses  free  of  charge  and  at  business 
premises  at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers,  is  employed  for  these 
purposes. 

Several  of  the  larger  industrial  premises  and  a few  farms  are 
serviced  under  annual  contracts.

Macclesfield. 

Health  Education  films  are  shown  during  the  winter  months  and  the 
Clinic  Nurse  attends  to  answer  questions  and  talk  to  the  Members  individually 
at  each  club,  once  per  month,  where  the  attendances  are  approximately  100, 

90  and  70  respectively. 

The  films  shown  on  Health  Education  and  travel  films  on  places  of 
interest  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Members  of  the  Clubs  and  many 
of  the  members  have  expressed  their  interest  in  the  films  and  the  wish  to 
see  more.

In  addition  to  the  above  Bed  Pans  have  been  issued  to  the  Midwives 
for  use  in  confinement  cases.  Protective  incontinence  pants  were  also 
issued  and  8,400  disposable  interliners  and  15 ,600  disposable  sheets 
were  purchased  for  issue  to  patients  incontinent. 


Physically  Handicapped  Persons 

An  Occupational  Therapist  is  employed  for  three  sessions  per  week  and 
during  the  year,  66  physically  handicapped  persons  were  visited,  and  a 
total  of  135  visits  were  made.  One  session  per  week  is  spent  organising 
and  helping  the  physically  handicapped  persons  club. 

Adaptations  to  property  and  equipment  such  as  provisions  of  handrails 
to  paths,  ramps,  bath  and  toilet  aids,  foundations  for  garages  and  widening 
of  paths  etc.,  were  provided  in  fourteen  cases  during  the  year. 

Car  Badges  for  severely  disabled  drivers  were  in  use  in  18  cases  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 


Handicapped  Persons  Club 

The  club  ended  1970  with  a membership  of  25.  Several  members  having 
joined  and  left  during  the  year. 
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Three  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  continued  to  assist  in  the  running 
of  the  club,  which  moved  in  April  to  new  premises  at  33,  Great  King  Street. 
Although  not  ideal  in  size,  it  has  meant  that  the  club  have  a meeting  place 
of  their  own  for  their  Tuesday  meetings,  and  a centre  for  social  activities 
arranged  in  the  evening. 

The  work  activities  for  the  year  have  again  been  centred  mainly  on 
the  re -making  of  Christmas  Cards,  which  has  become  an  almost  all  the  year 
round  occupation.  A profit  of  £50  was  made  from  these,  with  a sale  of  about 
5,000  cards,  for  Christmas,  1970.  This  money  together  with  the  proceeds  from 
a Jumble  Sale  and  coffee  evening  provided  funds  for  the  following  years 
outings. 

Five  members  of  the  club  enjoyed  a weeks  holiday  in  October,  organised 
by  the  B.R.C.S.  at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Pontin,  at  the  Blackpool  holiday 
camp. 


Other  social  outings  have  included  a trip  to  the  pantomime  at  the  Opera 
House,  Manchester,  a rally  for  the  Physically  Handicapped,  held  annually  at 
Trcntham  Gardens  and  all  day  outings  to  Morecambe  in  July  and  to  Southport 
in  September. 

The  year  was  comcluded  with  a very  enjoyable  evening  and  Christmas 
dinner  at  the  Cock  Inn,  Henbury. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination

A physiotherapist  attends  two  sessions  per  week  and  a chiropodist 
once  every  two  months  to  give  treatment  as  required.  Both  these  services 
are  of  great  benefit  to  the  children  concerned. 

8 senior  boys  joined  a party  of  young  people  on  an  Adventure  Weekend 
in  May  at  Hope  in  Derbyshire.  6 other  children  joined  them  on  the  Saturday 
and  Sunday  at  9 a.m.  each  day  to  take  part  in  the  activities  which  included 
hiking  over  the  moors  and  visits  to  mines.  This  group  did  so  well  on  the 
week-end  that  during  the  summer  months  they  had  a weekly  walk  in  the  hills, 
valleys  and  along  the  canal  in  the  Macclesfield  area. 

The  Macclesfield  Rotarians  arranged  the  usual  visit  to  the  Circus 
and  the  Macclesfield  and  Wilmslow  Societies  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 
continued  to  give  their  financial  support. 

In  the  Autumn  the  Nursery  was  opened.  This  is  intended  to  cater  for 
approximately  20  children  under  5 years  of  age.  To  date  seven  are  attending. 

Open  Days  were  held  for  parents  and  friends.  A number  of  students  were 
attached  to  the  Centre  for  periods  of  practical  training  and  many  visits  of 
investigation  and  observation  were  made  by  teachers,  student  teachers,  nurses, 
social  workers  and  school  children.

1970/71  sees  the  end  of  an  era  in  mental  health  services  which  many 
possibly  will  regret  and  view  the  future  with  apprehension. 

It  is  understandable  therefore  that  the  formation  of  the  new  Social 
Services  Department  in  April  1971  and  the  high  hopes  which  have  already  been 
aroused  by  the  conoept  of  the  Seebohm  Report  will  be  used  as  an  opportunity 
not  only  to  consider  where  the  path  lies  for  the  future  but  also  to  appraise 
what  has  been  achieved  so  far. 

Much  valuable  work  has  been  done  and  there  is  much  to  be  seen  that  is 
praiseworthy.  The  new  Social  Services  Department  will  inherit  valuable 
resources  both  material  and  human,  which  must  not  be  lost. 

It  is  right  that  we  should  recognise  this  and  show  pride  in  what,  by 
foresight  and  untiring  effort,  the  Health  Committees  and  the  Mental  Health 
Sub-Committee  and  their  Officers  have  built-up  and  will  now  be  handing  on. 
It  is  hoped  that  committee  members  who  have  worked  so  generously  to  provide 
such  substantial  assets  will  not  now  feel  that  their  efforts  of  the  past 
will  be  wasted  and  their  services  no  longer  valued  and  required. 

I want,  in  this  last  annual  report  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the 
support  and  friendly  consideration  which  has  always  been  accorded  me  in  the 
management  of  the  Adult  Training  Centre  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Macclesfield  Divisional  Health  Committees  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and 
his  Staff.

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1970  proved  to  be  a challenging  and  interesting  year  with  satisfactory 
progress  made  in  consolidating  "Ashfield"  place  as  a part  of  the  Mental 
Health  Service. 

We  did  not  undertake  a holiday  for  the  patients  but  instead  had  six 
afternoon  excursions,  with  afternoon  tea  at  the  various  places  we  visited. 
These  outings  we re  very  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients  and  we  hope  to  follow 
the  same  programme  next  year. 

Close  liason  has  been  maintained  with  the  Consultant  Staff  at  Parkside 
Hospital  and  also  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  tovm.  Chiropody 
and  Home  Help  Services  have  been  arranged  where  appropriate.  Short-term 
hospital  cases  enabled  several  families  to  take  holidays  without  worrying 
about  an  elderly  relative. 

A variety  of  handicrafts  have  been  arranged  and  managed  by  the  patients 
who  enjoy  being  occupied  in  this  way  and  we  feel  that  several  of  them  have 
shown  considerable  improvement  physically  and  mentally  as  a result. 

Once  again  Sixth  Form  boys  from  the  Kings  School  have  paid  regular  weekly 
visits  which  have  been  much  appreciated.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield  and  Bollington  during  1970* 

Staff  changes  have  again  taken  place  although  to  a lesser  extent 
than  in  past  years. 

In  July,  Miss  Margaret  Lea,  C.3.W.,  returned  to  the  service  after 
successfully  completing  her  training  course,  and  in  September,  Mr.  M.  J. 

Whitwick,  Trainee  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  was  transferred  from  this  office 
to  Altrincham. 

In  addition,  another  officer  was  away  throughout  the  year  under- 
taking professional  training  and  his  return  is  anticipated  in  July  next. 

V/hilst  the  number  of  professionally  qualified  staff  within  the 
service  has  steadily  increased,  the  demand  for  places  on  training  courses 
far  outweighs  the  number  of  places  available. 

The  department  continues  to  enjoy  a good  relationship  with 
Parkside  Hospital,  with  resultant  benefits  to  both  services.  Liason  is 
furthered  by  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer  lecturing  at  the  hospital  to 
Student  Nurses  who  then  spend  a week  at  the  Mental  Health  Office  observing 
the  work  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  as  part  of  their  training. 

Although  residential  care  for  the  Elderly  Mental  Infirm  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  Welfare  Department  as  from  August  last,  day-care  at 
Ashfield  House  remains  with  the  Health  Department  and  the  value  of  this 
service  is  once  again  emphasised. 

County  services  for  the  submormal  are  well  evidenced  in  Macclesfield 
with  the  Adult  and  Junior  Training  Centres  and  the  Hostel  for  the  Adult  Sub- 
normals, all  situated  in  Park  Lane,  These  establishments  make  a very  necessary 
and  valuable  contribution  in  caring  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  and  efforts 
are  still  being  made  to  find  suitable  Poster  Homes  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped 
and  at  present  there  are  several  women  at  "The  Willows"  who  would  benefit  by 
being  placed  in  a private  home  for  whom  the  County  Council  would  make  a financial 
allowance.  Unfortunately  this  scheme  has  had  little  success  during  the  past  year. 
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Social  Clubs  for  the  Mentally  disordered  continue  to  flourish  with 
the  Over  l6's  Club  being  held  every  fortnight  and  the  Macclesfield  and 
District  Therapeutic  Social  Club  (The  Bridge  Club)  meeting  every  week. 
The  venue  for  these  Clubs  being  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  Park  Lane. 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  closely  involved  in  these  Clubs  as  are 
members  of  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 

As  you  are  aware  the  new  Social  Services  Department  comes  into 
operation  on  April  1st.  1971*  The  present  Children's  Department, 
Welfare  Department  and  Mental  Health  Service  will  cease  to  exist  in 
their  pressnt  form,  but  their  duties  and  responsibilities  will  be 
absorbed  in  the  new  department,  which  should  obviate  the  confusion 
which  exists  as  to  which  department  should  be  approached  regarding  a 
particular  problem.  We  look  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  the  new 
opportunities  and  challenge  which  will  be  presented. 

The  smooth  running  of  our  present  service  has  existed  only  through 
the  close  contact  and  co-operation  of  the  Local  Committees,  Voluntary 
Agencies  and  Allied  Services  and  I have  no  doubt  that  this  high  level 
of  co-operation,  necessary  to  facilitate  the  introduction  of  the  new 
service,  will  continue. 


In  this,  the  final  Annual  Report  to  the  Health  Committee,  I express 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Dr.  B.  G.  Gretton-Watson  and  Dr.  Plews  for  their  assistance  and  support, 
and  to  the  staff  of  my  department  for  their  loyalty  and  efficiency.
